
THE STARTING MACHINE. 

Over in England, as in this country, mnch ink 
and argument is being wasted over the so-called 
starting problem and the nse of the starting 
machine or gate, of which Lord Durham is an 
advocate. The discussion has induced an 
Australian authority to write a letter to the 
Manchester Chronicle giving some views of the 
matter that aie well worth the consideration 
-of the flag wielders and racing officials of this 
country. His remarks on the use or misuse of 
the starting machine in this country are cor- 
rect and very mnch to the point. In the course 
of his letter he says : 

“I have never seen the machine used in Amer- 
ica and therefore cannot say how it is managed, 
or mismanaged, there; bnt I Lave had a wide 
experience of it in Australia. In the colonies no 
racing club, having once used it, will ever dis- 
card it. In my position as turf editor of the 
Sydney Referee, I was naturally called upon to 
criticize the machine when first tried. Being 
an Englishman, and accustomed to seeing 
horses started by Tom McGeorge, Custance 
and others, I naturally leaned toward the man 
with the flag. It was some time before tbe ma- 
chine overcame my prejudices, but I gave way 
readily when I saw what an estimable boon to 
racing it was. There is no comparison between 
the starting machine and the man with the flag; 
the machine simply ‘wins hands down,’ I 
object to the term ‘starting gate.’ It gives a 
false impression. No sane man would ever 
think of putting a ‘starting gate’ or any other 
gate in front of a field of horses. It is a ma- 
chine pure and simple, and when properly used 
is bound to be a success. It is amusing to me 
to read your correspondent’s remark about the 
‘recall system,’ and I am glad he votes for the 
‘no recall.’ If there are to be false starts with 
the machine, then thelman with the flag might 
as well be retained. There is no such thing as a 
false start with tbe machine in Australia. It 
was invented to do away with false starts, pre- 
vent delay at the post, give every jockey a fair 
chance of getting off, and saving owners their 
money and horses, and it has done all these 
things, and more. It has wonderfully improved 
the tempers of horses and men, and has made 
the starter’s position a pleasant one. It is 
quite evident to me they have no idea how to 
use the machine on many American tracks. 

“What has been accomplished in Australia 
can be done in England and in America. I 
have seen every big race in Victoria and New 
South Wales started with the machine, and 
never saw a failure with it, nor horses break 
through it. No properly constructed machine 
could possibly injure either jockey or horse, no 
matter how quickly they got off. I have seen 
fields of from 25 to 35 starters get away from the 
machine in an unbroken line both at Flemington 
and Randwick, and with only a minute or two 
of being at the post. Your correspondent states 
the jockeys will not submit to rigorous hand- 
ling, nor do the authorities attempt to make 
them submit. There is the kernel of the whole 
business, so far as the failure at New York is 
concerned. The jockeys are not under proper 
control. Fancy jockeys ruling the roost ; a nice 
state of affairs we should have in racing. 
Jockeys must be made to submit if 
they will not do so willingly, but I am 
sure the practical common sense of the 
English jockeys would guide them aright, and 
if the machine were adopted they would make 
the beet and most of it. Australian jockeys 
have to submit to orders, and so ought jockeys 
in America. This jockey fetish is becoming a 
nuisance. After all they are only men, not 
‘little gods.’ I am glad such undoubted 
authority and man of sterling weight of Lord 



Durham has taken up the starting machine, 
and many racing men in high places are, I feel 
certain, willing to follow the lead he has given. 

I have seen hundreds of races started by the 
machine, and cannot recall to mind one 

failure.” 

THE 1902 ST. LOUIS DERBY. 

Wednesday of next week, February 1, entries 
of mares for the St. Louis Derby of 1902 close. 
It is almost inconceivable that any one who 
owns a thoroughbred mare due to foal this year 
would fail to enter her for this great race of the 
future, when it is considered that entrance is 
absolutely free. Entry of the mare renders her 
produce at once eligible to a great stake that 
may be worth as much as $25,000 to the winner. 
If the colt or filly Droves inferior it can be de- 
clared out by January 1, 1900 for the small sum 
of $5; or by January 1, 1901 for $10. On the 
other hand it is from the moment of its birth 
engaged in a stake of such importance as to at 
once operate to give it a value it would not 
otherwise possess, and if it shows promise as 
time goes on will be a possession eagerly con- 
tended for by men with long purses who are 
anxious to own horses vested with the possible 
chance of winning such a great race. 

GOSSIP Or THE TURF. 

The Cotton Steeplechase Stakes at Memphis 
only secured fifteen entries but they are worth 
comment. Most of the horses entered have 
never gone over the jumps in public and when 
one finds in tbe list such well known performers 
on the fiat as Sutton, Hampden, Zufallig, Peter 
II. and Amateur it appears probable that the 
jumping division m the middle west is to be 
reinforced with much new material this year. 
Of horses now in California Monita, Captain 
Reese, Viking and Octuruck have done well 
over the timber at San Francisco this winter; 
all will be new to patrons of racing on this side 
of the Mississippi. In fact the list of entries is 
almost completely made up of horses new to 
the game. The stake and entries are as follows: 
The Cotton Steeplechase Stakes.— A steeple 
chase handicap sweepstakes for 4-year-olds and 
upward, $50 each, half forfeit, or $10 if declared. 
$750 added, of which $200 to second and $10 to 
third, the fourth to save stake. Weights to be 
announced and declarations to be made two days 
before the race. Four or more horses of en- 
tirely different interests to stait, or the race 
may be declared off. About two miles.

The Coney Island Jockey Club has gone into 
real estate purchasing on an extensive scale. 



It has within a few days completed its purchase 
of additional real estate at Sheepshead Bay. 
On Thursday it paid the Fitzgerald-McNulty 
Syndicate $300,000 for 150 acres of land. The 
Coney Island Club has a surplus of half a mil- 
lion. Property at Sheepshead Bay is appreci- 
ating at the rate of 10 per cent a year, so that 
from any point of view the investment is a good 
one. The land will be worth $4,000 an acre in 
six or seven years. The club, as is known, in- 
tends to beautify this property, and with the 
woodland and meadows it now possesses on its 
beautiful course, turn all the property into a 
magnificent park, which will be free on all days 
except when racing is under way. The club is 
not unselfish in giving the public a park free of 
cost. This act probably saves the racecourse 
for many years to come, probably for a decade. 
The movement to cut streets through the race 
track and connect Sheepshead village with 
Ocean avenue was very strong. The residents 
have to make a long detour now. With a pub- 
lic park there, however, there will be strong 
opposition to the opening of avenues now laid 
out on the city maps. At the next meeting of 
the directors it will be proposed to lengthen 
the Futurity course to seven furlongs and make 
it a straight course so as to do away with the 
turn called the elbow, that has proved fatal to 
the prospects of so many Futurity candidates. 

Of the two-year-old filly Ella Boland, that 
won at Ingleside last Saturday, the San Fran- 
c S30 Examiner says: “Ella Boland is the first 
galloper to start in Marcns Daly’s colors since 
Senator Bland won the Farewell Handicap at 
Bay District track in the spring of 1895. The 
filly was also the first to carry the colors of the 
Copper King (copper, green cap) over the Ingle- 
side course. Ella Boland is by Sam Lucas, the 
young sire of Sam McKeever and Ballista. It 
begins to look as if Lucas would make a sensa- 
tional sire of racers. Trainer Billy Randall ad- 
vised all his friends to bet on Ella Boland, and 
they got as good as 10 to 1 for their money.” 
The filly is handled, however, by the veteran 
trainer Dan Dennison, who recently reached 
San Francisco in charge of a stable of horses 
belonging to Montana owners. 

George C. Bennett has purchased the betting 
privileges at Memphis for the coming spring 
meeting, outbidding John Condon, C. A. Tilles 
& Co., E. L. Applegate and Marcus Cartwright. 
The betting ring will be free to all bookmakers, 
as in the past. It is said that it cost Bennett in 
the neighborhood of $40,000 to secure the privil- 
eges. Last year Capt. C. A. Tilles of St. Louis 
was in control. 

Efforts are being made to reinstate jockey 
“Patsey” McDermott, who was ruled off at 
Brighton in 1894. The jockey has now been on 
the ground five years. He was reported worth 
$100,000 when ruled off, and is said to be penni- 
less now.

BAD FOR PLUNGERS. 

Bernard J. (“Kid”) Weller leaves for Hot 
Springs, Ark., in a day or two, and his excellent 
string of horses is likely to be sent eastward, 
too. Mr. Weller came here with the reputation 
of being a plunger among plungers, a solver of 
all the curves of the racing game in the south- 
west and middle west, a winner of over $100,000 
during the racing season of 1898, a successful 
delver in “dope,” a man that not only woa “on 
the inside,” or when he made book, but “on the 
outside,” when he didn't hang up his slate. 

Bnt he couldn’t make a hit at either Oakland 
or Ingleside, and “struck out,” as it were, with 
great regularity. Now his hopes of getting 
even have gone glimmering, and he has con- 
cluded to strike out for a country where the 
picking is easier, where the curves do not make 
a form student cross-eyed. 

Mr. Weller's losses are placed at all the way 
from $10,000 to $25,000, but as the little Bismarck 
of the betting arena does not tell his business 
to every man he meets, it might be safe to put 
him $10,000 "to the bad” in less than ten weeks’ 
time. 

The fate of Welier is the fate of every plunger 
that ever battled in the waves of speculation 
on the Californian shore. 

Ed Purser heads the list of losers. He was 
heard to say one day last season that $150,000 
would scarcely make good his losses since he 
first came to San Francisco about five years 
ago. Every season regulaily he has come to the 
coast with a well-filled purse, has Purser, and 
when the 15th of May rolled around said purse 
always looked as if Jumbo had jumped on it. 
Then he would hie himself to his home in the 
far east and again run a shoestring into the 
proverbial tannery, but the establishment 
would be badly plastered with mortgages after 
he got through his winter-spring struggle with 
the Golden Gate bookies. 

“Pittsburg Phil” Smith made three or four 
pilgrimages to San Francisco, and every time 
they had the cool plunger with the ministerial 
look oozing gore in his attempt to “get even.” 
Twice they had $39,000 of his good money. The 
last time he was here he got it all back but 
$10,000, and declared that he had enough for 
good and all. 

Dave Gideon is considered a very shrewd man 
in the country’s metropolis, but his coast trip 
last year cost him about $12,000, and he did not 
come out this year. To his friends around New 
York he remarks : “The game around ’Frisco is 
too hard for me." 

Riley Grannan, George Wheelock, Jack New- 
man, Eddie Gaines and many other close fol- 
lowers of the flyers with a penchant for rolling 
’em high, have touching tales of woe to tell of 
their coin that never came back in California, 
and the first-named has invariably left from 
$10,000 to $100,000 every season he has visited us, 
though he gamely keeps a-going.— San Fran- 
cisco Examiner.
